VIA, YIIA, VIIIA, IB, IIB, and 

combinations thereof " 

wherein said polymaleate is; prepared by aqueous solution polymerization, provided that 

45 to 55 mole percent of the corboxylic acid groups cm the inaleic acid are neutralized prior to 

polymerization. 

2. (Original) The polymaleate according to claim 1 wherein 45 to 50 mole percent of Ae 
carboxylic acid groups on the maleic acid are neutralized prior to polymerization. 

3. (Original) A textile comprising the polyrnaleate of claim h 

4. (Original) The polymaleate of claim 3 finlher comprising a catalyst 

5. (Original) A cleaning composition comprising the polymaleate of chum 1 . 

6. (Currently amended) The cleaning composition of claim [[4]] 1 wherein the polymaleate is 
present in an amount of 0. 1 iq SO weight based on total weight of the composition. 

7- (Currently amended) The cleaning composition of claim [[5]] 6 wherein the polymaleate is 
present in an amount of 0.5 to 20 weight based on total weight of the composition. 
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8. (Cuirently amended) The cleaning composition of claim [[4]] 5 wherein the cleaning 
composition Is selected ftom the group consisting of laundry detergents, pre-spotters, 
dtsbti^vbing d^etgoits and hard surface deaneis. 

9. (Cunentty amended) The cleaning composition of claim I[4]l 5 further comprising at least 
one sur&ctant. 
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
